PRERRRERRERERERERE 
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MY WOODEN NICKEL’S WORTH .............. by Loe Veoh 


When is a wooden nickel not a wooden nickel? When it's a refrigerator magnet? The 


piece shown below is made of wood. And it is stamped 5 cents. It is actually a beautiful 
specimen. I wish I could produce a wood like that. Although this one is stamped on one 
side only (uniface) the impression is quite remarkable. The beaver and the printing are 
raised as in real coinage. Even the beads are perfectly raised. The wood itself seems to 
be of a soft variety and the NuNTEio Gs face Peat. to have been lightly "flamed" to accent 
the highs and lows. 

Some specs are: thickness: 7.5 mm; diameter: 44 mm; distnde between highs and 
lows: 1 mm (i.e. the difference in height from the field to the beaver's aed ) 

This wooden nickel (?) was sent to me by a frend, John TTIPR: 
Haddon, who lives in Surrey, B.C. Although John is not a 
collector himself, he knows my interests very well and tries to 
help, albeit tongue in cheek. So you westerners might want to 
keep an eye out in novelty and souvenir stores for this item. 
Just pull off the magnet and what have you got? That is the 
question.

There's the Magnetic Hill with various activities surrounding the area. The 
Magnetic Hill Park, with its scenic train ride, covered bridge, zoo, Magic Mountain 
Theme Park, concert centre, and "The Boardwalk", where you can catch your own dinner 
in the trout pool, practice on the dnving range, or browse and shop at a variety of crafts 
and boutiques. 

The Tidal Bore of the Petitcodiac River, which occurs twice daily, is one of the 
scenic phenomena caused by the surging Bay of Fundy tides, the highest in the world. 
The ideal place to watch and photograph this event is Bore Park on Main Street at the 
corner of King. 

Moncton also has a multitude of museums; there's the Moncton Museum, Free 
Meeting House, Acadian Museum, Lutz Mountain Heritage Museum, and the Thomas 
Williams House, plus other museums in nearby areas. 

If you're planning on driving, maybe you can just get to the outskirts, throw your 
car into neutral, and the Magnetic Hill will pull you in. Well, that's a little far fetched, but 
this family is looking forward to visiting the Maritimes this summer, exploring the 
attractions, and meeting and sharing with other collectors. Our wooden nickels are 
already made up and packed, ready to go!

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TOTAL NUMBER OF WOOD ISSUES FROM 
EACH CANADIAN PROVINCE & TERRITORY 
by Jerry Remick 


The following breakdown of the catalogue listing of the number of different issues 
of woods released in each of Canada's ten provinces and two territories is presented in the 
"LIST OF CANADIAN WOODS", published in January of 1992 by Norman Belsten. 
The listing is as follows: Ontario, 2163; Alberta, 640; British Columbia, 546, New 
Brunswick, 487; Saskatchewan, 342; Quebec, 307; Manitoba, 130; Nova Scotia, 112; 
Prince Eward Island, 29; Newfoundland & Labrador, 12; Yukon, 10; and Northwest 
Territories, 8. 

Norm separates the 148 Spruce Doliars issued in Prince George, B.C. from the 
listing of B.C. woods. I have added the Spruce Dollars to the B.C. woods to obtain the 
above total. 

The woods in Norm's catalogue are listed under the municipality in which the 
issuer resided and those muncipalities are listed alphabetically by province and territory. 
The following data (where available) is presented for each wood: a catalogue number, 
municipality of issuer, date on wood, number issued, obverse color, reverse color, rarity 
number, and the shape and size in millimeters. 

The 106 page list is on 8 1/2" x 11" pages, prepunched for 3-ring binder. Copies 
of the list are available at $22.00 postpaid from Norm Belsten, 37 Neames Crescent, 
Downsview, Ontario, Canada, M3L 1K6. 

A supplement with all known 1992 issues has just been released and is available 
for an additional $5.00 plus postage.
